FURTHER FINDS that the Court has considered the factors set forth in In re Curtis, 40 B.R. 
795 (Bankr.D.Utah 1984) and cause for relief from stay under 11 U.S.C. §362(d) has been shown 
as to the Debtors.

ORDERS that the Motion is GRANTED subject to the following:
